Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Auburn, N. H.: 


Your present superintendent of schools assumed his du- 
ties the first of last September. Consequently he did not 
have an opportunity during the summer months to study 
your school system and get acquainted with its problems. 
He was faced with a new and difficult situation. He set 
out to solve the problems which required immediate atten- 
tion. He took things as he found them, and has worked ever 
since devoting his entire time and energy to promote the 
best interests of Supervisory Union No. 53, of which Auburn 
is a part. ; 

The most important phase of any school system is what 
is actually accomplished in the school room. The school 
room is the field of action where many forces meet in a 
mighty workshop, and either make or unmake the future citi- 
zens of our Republic. Recognizing this fact the superinten- 
dent has used his influence, skill, and experience in making 
the school room function in such a way as to impart to the 
pupils the best training possible under the circumstances. 
The superintendent has given a generous portion of his time 
to direct the work of your teachers. He has advised them 
individually and collectively at teachers’ meetings giving 
them the benefit of his experience, skill, and suggestions. He 
has visited every teacher as often as possible in order to have 
first-hand information regarding the teachers’ work, per- 
sonality, and results obtained. 

Auburn, lke all communities, has had its problems. 
Among them the teacher situation has been somewhat per- 
plexing. All the teachers hired last fall had to have spe- 
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cial permits granted by the State Department of Educa- 
tion. These permits have had to be renewed from term to 
term. ‘This means that you have had teachers of low quali- 
fications. 'T'wo of your teachers felt obliged to resign during 
the first term, on account of general deficiency. A teacher 
should at least qualify for a license. This means that she 
must be a graduate of an accredited high school, and must 
have attended two sessions of six weeks each at summer 
Normal School. The superintendent recommends that for 
another year none but thoroughly investigated and well 
recommended teachers be engaged. The best is none too 
good. As the teacher so is the school! 

The new school at Massabesic was not ready until the 
seventeenth of October. It is an excellent building of its 
kind, and it should be used so as to afford the greatest benefit 
and advantage to the community. It has two large class 
rooms, two sanitary toilets, and a fine corridor, which is 
used as a cloak room. It is well eqiupped, and is heated 
by a jacketed stove. This year only one room has been in 
use. Another year it would be to your advantage to close 
school No. 7 and let the children who now attend No. 7 oc- 
cupy the other room. ‘This would give you two teachers. 
Consequently, the work could be divided, allowing each 
teacher to handle four grades. The advantages of such an 
arrangement speak for themselves. During the summer 
vacation the school yard ought to be cleared of its stumps 
and rocks in order to use that space for a very much needed 
playground. Children need play as much as an education. 

The people of Massabesic have taken much interest and 
pride in the new school. A Parent-Teacher Association was 
organized in order to codperate with the School Board and 
the superintendent for the efficient operation of the school. 

The work of the Lake School has been very much inter- 
rupted both because of its late opening, and on account of 
the teacher situation. 

The other schoolhouses need minor repairs which should 
be made as soon as the school district feels that it can afford 
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the expense. One of the greatest needs is that of a better 
system of heating. The stoves used now do not create a cir- 
culation of heat for even distribution over the room. ‘There 
is no provision made for a foul-air outlet. The atmospheric 
condition of the rooms is often so bad that it makes the 
scholars sleepy, tired, and restless. This condition ought 
to be remedied soon. 

A most important problem is that of securing suitable 
boarding places for your teachers. The best homes in the 
community ought to be accessible for this purpose. 

If this question could be solved then you could attract a 
class of teachers to the community who will not run home 
Friday afternoons, and then run back racing with the clock 
Monday mornings. A teacher should become a member of 
the community. She should take an active interest in all 
the worth-while activities of the town, and use her best influ- 
ence in the building of character. 

In conclusion, the superintendent wishes to thank the 
community, the teachers, and the members of the School 
Board in particular, who have spared themselves no pain or 
trouble in the interest of the schools of Auburn. They have 
visited schools frequently, and have called many board meet- 
ings, at which the superintendent has been present, and have 
worked with him to remedy and strengthen points of weak- 
ness in the school system, and tried to get the best results 
possible from the teachers and means at our disposal. 

If we continue to grow and develop along the lines sug- 
gested in this report, the time will not be far when the boy 
and the girl who come from small communities like Auburn 
~ will enjoy equal educational advantages with the children 
from larger centers. 

Let this be our hope!
